The adjusted
budget base equals appropriated levels for 2020-21 (the second year of the 2019-21
biennium) and any authorized supplements or position changes. The 2020-21 adjusted
budget base represents the beginning level for all agency requests for calculating
budget changes for 2021-23.

Figures in these columns represent, by fiscal year, the agency budget and FTE
position requests, by fund source.

These columns indicate the increase or decrease, by amount and percentage, of 2021-
23 requested amounts over the 2020-21 adjusted base year doubled (to provide a two-
year to two-year comparison). For positions, the increase or decrease is based on the
2022-23 requested level compared to the 2020-21 authorized level.

Indicates the start of the summary of major fiscal or programmatic agency request
items. In general, only items with a net fiscal effect in excess of $250,000, or statutory
language requests resulting in significant policy changes (with or without a fiscal
effect) have been included. For some agencies only a table is included as there are no
major request items.
